RULES 

New Delhi, the 20th May 1978 

No. 12/2/78-C.S.(TT). — The rules for a limited depart- 
mental competitive examination for Inclusion in the Select 
List for Grade C of the Central Secretariat Stenographers 
Service. Grade IT of the Stenographers’ Suh-Cadrc of Indian 
Foreign Service (B), and Grade C of the Armed Forces 
Headquarters Stenographers service to be held by the Staff 
Selection Commission and Grade ‘C' of the Rahway 
Board Sectt. Stenographers’ Service in 1978 are published for 
general information. 

2. The number of persons to be selected for inclusion in 
the Select List will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. 

Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect of the 
vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Castes /Tribes mean any of the Caste/Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Older 

1950, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950; the 
Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Union Territories) Cbder; 

1951, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Union Territori- 
es) Order, 1951 as amended by the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes Lists (Modification - ) Order, 1956. the 
Bornbav Reorganisation Act, 1960, the Punjab Reorganisation 
Act. 1966, the State of Himachal Pradesh Act. 1971, and the 
North Fastem Areas (Reorganisation) Act, 1971, the Con- 
stitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 
1956. the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar Island* -1 
Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959 the Constitution (Dadra and 
Nagar Havelf) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the Constitu- 
tion (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, 
the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 
1964. the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes') (Uttar Pradesh) 
Order, 1967, the Constitution (Goa.

3. The examination will be conducted by the Staff Selection 

Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix to these 
Rules. ' " ’ 

The date on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. Conditions of eligibility.— Any permanent or temporary 
regularly appointed officer, belonging to Grade D or Grade 
III of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service/Steno- 
graphers’ Sub-Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service (B) /Armed 
Forces Headquarters Stenographers Service Railway Board 
Sectt. Stenographers’ Service who satisfies the following 
conditions shall be eligible to appear at the examination Bnd 
compete for vacancies In his service only i.e. Grade D 
Stenographers of the Central Secretariat Stenographers* 
Service will be eligible for vacancies in Grade C of the 
Service, Grade ITT Stenographers of the Stenographers’ Sub- 
Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service (fll will he eligible for 
vacancies in Grade TT of the Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre of the 
Indian Foreign Sendee (BT and the Grade D Stenographers 
of the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service will 
be eligible for vacancies in Grade C of the Armed Forces 
Headnuarters Stenographers’ Service and the Grade D Steno- 
graphers of the Railway Board Sectt. Stenographers Service 
vail be eligible for vacancies Grade ‘C* of the Railway Board 
Sectt.

(a) Length of service. — He should have, on the crucial 
date, i.o. on 1-1-1977 rendered not less than three years’ 
approved and continuous sendee In Grade D or Grade HI of 
the Service. 

Vo'" — Grade D officers who are o* 1 deputation to ex-cadre 
posts with the approval of the competent authority, 
and those having a lien in Grade D or Grade TTT of 
the Central Seeretnrint Stenographers’ Service (Steno- 
graphers’ Sub-Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service 
(B) /Armed Forces Headquarters’ Stenographers’ 


Service/Railway Board Sectt Stenographer! Service 
will be eligible to be admitted to the examination, rif 
otherwise eligible. 

Provided that if he had been appointed to Grade ‘D’ of the 
Central Secretariat Stenographers Service/Grade ‘D’ of the 
Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers Service /Grade III 
of the Stenographers’ Sub-cadre of the Indian Foreign Service 
(B) /Grade ‘D’ of the Railway Board Sectt. Stenographers 
Service, on the results of the competitive examination, includ- 
ing a limited departmental competitive examination, the 
results of such examination should have been announced not 
less than three years before the crucial date and he should 
have rendered not less than two years' approved and continu- 
ous service in the Grade. 

(b) Age. — He should not be more than 50 years of age on 
the 1st January, 1978 i.e. he must not have been born earlier 
than 2nd January, 1928. 

(c) The upper age limit prescribed above will be further 
rclaxable — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(it) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide displaced person from Bangladesh (erst- 
while East Pakistan) and has mirgated to India on 
or after 1st January, 1964 (But before 25th March 
1971); ^ 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from 
Bangladesh (erstwhile East Pakistan) and has 
migrated to India on or after 1st January. 1964 (but 
before, 25th March, 1971); 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Sri 
Lanka and has migrated - to India on or after 1st 
November, 1964 under the Imlo Ceylon Agreement 
of October, 1964; 

(v) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Sri Lanka and has migrated to India on or 
after 1st November, 1964 under the Indo-Ceylon 
Agreement of" October, 1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of three years if h candidate is of 
Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, Uganda, 
the United Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tan- 
ganyika and Zanzibar), Zambia, Malawi, Zaire and 
Ethiopia; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years If a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 1963; 

(vili) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Burma and has migrated to India on or after 1st 
June, 1963; > 

(ix) up to a maximum of three years In the case of De- 
fence Services personnel disabled in operations dur- 
ing hostilities with any foreign country or in a dis- 
turbed area, and released as a consequence thereof; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of De- 
fence Services personnel disabled In operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
Disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of, and who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes; 

(xl) up to a maximum of three years In the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled In opera- 
tions during the Indo-Pakistan hostilities of 1971 
and released as a consequence thereof; and 

(xii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during the Indo-Pakfatan hostilities of 1971 
and released as a consequence thereof, and who 
belong to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled 
Tribes; and 
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(xiii) upto a maximum of three years if the candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Vietnam 
and has migrated to India, not earlier than July, 
1975. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE LIMITS PRES- 
CRIBED ABOVE SHALL IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

(d) Stenography Test , — Unless exempted from passing the 
Commission’s Stenography Test for the purpose of confirma- 
tion or continuance in Grade D/Grade III of the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Service Stenogrnpherj’ Sub-Cadre 
of Indian Foreign Service (B) /Rail way Board, Secretarial 
Stenographers' Servicc/Armed Forces Headquarters Steno- 
graphers' Service he should have passed the Test on or be- 
fore the date of Notification of this examination. 

Note. — Grade D or Grade UI Stenographers who are on. depu- 
tation to ex-cadre posts with vile approval of the 
competent authority and those having a lien in Grade 
D/Grade III of the Service will be eligible to be 
admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible. 

This, however, does not apply to a Grade D/Grade III 
Stenographer who has been appointed to an ex-cadre post or 
to another Service on "transfer’ and does not have a lien in 
Grade D /Grade HI of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service /Stenographers Sub-Cadre of Indian Foreign Service 
(B) /Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers Service/ 
Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service. 

5. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

6. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless, 
he holds a certificate of admission from the commission. 

7. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in para 5 of the 
Commission’s Notice. 

8. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission to be guilty of — 

(i) obtaining support lor his candidature by any means 
or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

fiii) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents 
which have been tampered with, or 

fv) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

( vi ) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the examina- 
tion, or 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

fix) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abet- 
ting the commission of all or any of the acts specified 
in the foregoing clauses, 

may. in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, be liable : 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period — 

fi) by the Commission from any examination or 
selection held by them: 

(ii) by the Central Government, from any employ- 
ment under them; and 

fe) to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules, 

9. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission, in four separate lists, in the order" of 
merit, as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded 
to each candidate; and in that order so many candidates as 
are found by the Commission to be qualified in the exami- 
nation shall be recommended for inclusion in the Select lust 


of Grade C of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Sendee, 
Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre of Indian Foreign Service (B), 
Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service and Rail- 
way Board Secretariat Stenographers Service up to the requir- 
ed number. 

Provided that the candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may to the extent the number 
of vacancies in the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service/ 
Stenographers Sub-Cadre of Indian Foreign Service (B)/ 
Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service and Rail- 
w y Board Secretariat Stenographers Sendee reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled 
on the basis of the general standard be recommended by the 
Commission by a relaxed standard to make Up the deficiency 
in the reserved quota, subject to the fitness of these candidates 
for inclusion in the Select List of Grade C of the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Service/Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre 
of Indian Foreign Service (B) /Armed Forces Headquarters 
Stenographers’ Service and Railway Board Secretariat Steno- 
graphers Service irrespective of their ranks in the order of 
merit at the examination. 

Note.— Candidates should clearly understand that this is a 
competitive and not a qualifying examination. The 
number of persons to be included in the Select List 
for Grade C/Grade IT of the Central Secretariat 
Stenographers’ Service Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre of 
Indian Foreign Service (B) and Grade C of the 
Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 
and Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
on the results of the examination is entirely within 
tire competence of Government to decide. No candi- 
date will, therefore, have any claim for inclusion in 
the Select List on the basis of performance in this 
examination as a matter of right. 

10. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall he decided 
by the Commission in its discretion and the Commission will 
not enter into correspondence with them regarding the result. 

1 I . Success in the examination confers no right to selec- 
tion unless the cadre authority is satisfied, after such enquiry 
as may be considered necessary, that the candidate, havin 
regard to his conduct in service, is suitable in all respects for 
selection. 

12. A candidate, who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it resigns his appointment 
in the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service or Stenogra- 
phers’ Sub-Cadre of Indian Foreign Service (B) or Armed 
Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service or Railway Board 
Secretariat Stenographers Service or otherwise quits the Ser- 
vice or severs his connection with ft, or whose services are 
terminated by his Department or who is appointed to an ex- 
cadre post or to another service on “transfer” and does not 
have a lien in Grade D of the Central Secretariat Stenogra- 
phers’ Service or Grade ITT of Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre of 
Indian Foreign Service (B) or Grade D of Armed Forces 
Headquarters Stenographers’ Service or Railway Secretariat 
Stenographers Service will not be eligible for appointment on 
the results of this Examination. 

This however, does not apply to a Grade D/Grade HI 
Nvnoerapher who has been appointed on deputation to an 
cx-eadrc post with the approval of the competent authority.

Standard and syllabus of the written test 

Note. — -The standard of the question papers in Part A will 
be approximately that of the Matriculation examination of 
an Indian University. 


General English. — The paper will be designed to test the 
candidate’s knowledge of English Grammar and Composi- 
tion, and generally their power to understand aqd ability to 
write correct English. Account will be taken of arrangement 
of general expression and workmanlike use of the language. 
The paper may include question on precis writing, drat ling, 
correct use of words, essay, idioms and prepositions, direct 
and indirect speech, etc. 

Essay.— An essay to be written on one of the several speci- 
fied subjects. 

General Knowledge — Some knowledge of the Constitution 
of India, Live Year Plans, Indian History and Culture, Gene- 
ral and Economic Geography oi India, current events, every- 
day science and such matters of every day observations as 
may be expected of an educated person.

The functions of the Rural Housing Wing will be. : — 

(!) To promote research and use of local building 
materials, construction techniques and designing of 
villa gee houses.

(iii) To construct a cluster of demonstration houses along 
with environmental improvement in selected villag- 
es. 

(iv) To train and orient the technical personnel em- 
ployed on planning and execution of projects under 
the village housing project scheme.

The Council felt that the matter required study in 
greater depth and authorised the Chairman to constitute a 
Committee of experts for the purpose. This was subsequently 
agreed to by the National Council for Training in Vocational 
Trades at its 1 6th meeting held on 15th February, 1977. The 
Government have, therefore, decided to set up a Commtitee 
to go into the matter and to suggest suitable remedial mea- 
sures.

(1) Organisational and administrative structure to con- 
duct training programmes in the Industrial Training 
Institutes. 

(2) Present system of trade-testing and certification. 

(3) Financial arrangements. 

(4) Norms for the replacement of machinery and equip- 
ments. 

(5) Review of trades, period of training and admission 
qualifications of the Industrial Training Institutes 
trainees. 

(6) Review of Instructors Training Programme and 
effectiveness of training in Central Training Institutes, 
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(7) Review of total working hours in the Industrial 
Training Institutes and distribution of the same in 
skill development, related instructions and other sub- 
jects. 

(B) Improvement of quality of Apprenticeship Training : 

(1) To review the existing position and to recommend 
suitable staffing pattern for improving the quality 
of training of apprentices in the establishments. 

(2) To examine the organisation, jfrowth and the work- 
ing of the apprenticeship training scheme : 

(a) with special reference to the industries specified, 
trades designated, existing arrangements for im- 
parting Basic Training, Shop-Floor Training, 
Related Instruction and other factors relating 
thereto and assess the extent to which the 
phenomenal expansion of the Scheme during the 
period of Emergency affected the quality of the 
Apprenticeship Training, and 

(b) in the light of the recruitments that parity 
should be maintained between the number of 
apprentices trained and the possibilities of their 
absolution in regular employment vis-a-vis the 
sustained and growing needs of the industry for 
skilled craftsmen in different trades, and re- 
commend remedial measures. 

(7) To suggest a suitable mechanism : — 

("□1 for determining the industries and trades to be 
notified under the Apprenticeship Act, 1961, 
having regard tt-the national demand for skilled 
craftsmen in various industries and trades and 
the method of assessing such demand; and 

(b) for review of existing industries and trades in 
the light of (2) (a) above. 

(4) To suggest some in-built agency or agencies for se- 
curing corrective action as well as furthering the 
growth of Apprenticeship Training Scheme on sound 
modem lines. 


The Committee will also study and recommend mea- 
sures for re-orienting both the Apprenticeship Train- 
ing and Industrial Training Programmes to subservo 
the needs of the rural areas of the country and for 
upgrading of skills among persons coming from such 
areas. It will also keep La view the special needs 
for training of women, and physically handicapped 
persons, 

4. Tlie Headquarters of the Committee will be located at 
New Delhi. 

5. The Committee is requested to submit its report within 
a period of four months. 

6. The Committee _ wifi devise its own procedure. It can 
co-opt persons to assist in its functions. It may call for such 
information and take such evidence as it may consider neces- 
sary. The Ministries /Departments of the Government of 
India will furnish such information, material and documents 
and render such assistance as may be required by the Com- 
mittee. 

7 . The Government of India trust that the State Govern- 
ments /Union Territory Administrations, Public and Private 
Sector Undertakings, organisations of employers and workers 
and all other concerned organisations, associations and insti- 
tutions will extend to the Committee their full co-operation 
and assistance.
